actions, and Letters, that have paſſed between your Majeſty and the 
States-General, for the Augmentation of your Majeſty's Forces, which 
are to act in Conjunction with the Forces of the States-General, by all 
which your Commons are entirely convinc'd of your Majeſty's great 
Tenderneſs of your Subje&s, in nor laying a greater Burthen upon 
them than the Neceſſity of Affairs does abſolutely require. 

And your Commons do humbly aſſure your Majeſty, that in Caſe

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Proteſtant Religion, and the Libertics of EVroſe, againſt the Common 
Enemy of both, and therefore Chearfully ſupported by the People ot 
England, yer, even then, when the great Neceſſities of the Kingdom 
did require a more than ordinary Frugality, there appears to have 
been a general Miſmanagement of the Publick Revenue, which was 
principally owing ro ſome of thoſe great Officers of the Treaſury, 
who being more intent on their own Private Profit, than the due Ex- 
ecution of their Publick Truſts, did neither Diſcharge the Duty of 
cheir own Places, nor take care that the Subordinate Officers ſhould 
Diſcharge theirs. | | | 

And we can attribute it to no other Cauſe than this Remiſsneſs in 
the Treaſury, That many Receivers in the ſeveral Counties of En- 
gland and Wales, made ſo long and unneceſſary Delays in their re- 
ſpe&ive Payments into the Exchequer, of the Taxes given by Parlia- 
ment, and Levied on your Majeſty's good Subjects, by which means 
they made unreaſonable Advanrages to themſelves, whilſt the Publick 
was forced to pay great Intereſt and large Premiums, not only for the 
want of their own Money, but as we have great reaſon to believe, ma- 
ny times for the Loan of it; and ſeveral Receivers in fuch intermediate 
time have fail'd with conſiderable Sums in their Hands, to the great 
Loſs and Damage of the Publick. 

Your Dutiful Commons do farther humbly Repreſent to your Ma- 
oh That great Sums of Money have been borrowed, and divers 
Talleys with Intereſt ſtruck unneceſſarily upon the Aſſeſſments and 
other Parliamentary Aids, before the Publick Occaſions have requi- 
red' them; and this Practice hath been purſued, when Votes of Cre- 
dit have been obtained upon Repreſentations made to your Com- 
mons of very prefling Neceſſities for the fame ; whereby many 
Officers of the Revenue and their Friends have had an Oppor- 
runity to receive great Sums for Intereſt, which did incur on 
ſuch Tallies before their Money was paid in to the Uſe of the 
Publick; for the Advantage of which Intereſt we have alſo rea- 
ſon to believe, that many Accomptants (who have received from 
the Exchequer great Sums of Money for the uſe of the Publick) did in- 
duſtriouſly delay the Payment thereof to the Seamen and Soldiers, to 
whom it was due; and this ſeems to be the great Inducement that 
made ſuch Accomprants truſt great Sums of the publick Money in 
the Hands of Goldſmiths and other Perſons, in order to make private 
Advantages of it, and Lend it back to the Exhequer in other Perſons 
Names: All which tended to the great Damage of your Majeſty's 
good Subjects, to the manifeſt Wrong and Diſcouragement of the 
deamem and Soldiers, and to the great Diſhonour of the Engliſh Na- 
tion, | 

This evil Practice of ſtriking Tallies with Intereſt, before the Mo- 
ney was paid in, was alſo attended with another very great Inconve- 
nience to the Publick, That whenever the Nation had occaſion for 
ready Money to anſwer the preſent Neceſſities of the Kingdom, 
— Perſons who advanced their Money upon Loan, knowing they 
ſhould have the ſame Advantages by Delay, as by Prompt- payment, 
would not bring their Money into the Exchequer for ſcveral *

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after the Tallies were Struck, whereby the Government, was forced 
in the mean time to pay exceſſive Kates for Stores and Provifions 
for the Army and Navy, in regard, the Merchants and Tradeſmen 
could have no ready Money for their Goods, but remote Tallies up- 
on a large Diſcount, | ho ts N 2 
And by theſe and other undue Means, a very great Part of all the 
publick Aids were ſquandered away in extravagant Intereſt, large 
Premiums, and in exceſſive Rates for Stores and Proviſions, which 
has been one of the great Cauſes that hath brought ſo heavy a Debt 
upon this Nation. | 
Bur here we cannot in Juſtice omit to acknowledge the preſent 
good Management of the Treaſury, whereby, for the Honour of 


your Government, and the Advantage of the whole Nation, no un- 


neceſſary Tallies with Intereſt are permitted to be Struck, nor more 
Money at any time borrowed than the Neceſſities of the Nation do 
require; and care is taken for Supporting the Credit of the Courſe 
of the Navy, Victualling, and other publick Offices, that all Scores 
and Provifions are in good Meaſure provided, with as great Advan- 
tage to the Publick, as if the ſame were purchaſed wich ready Mo- 
ney; which Frugality, and good Management will be found to be 
one of the moſt effectual Means to make your Majeſties Govertt- 
ment eaſy at Home, and to carry on a Vigorous War againſt che 
Common Enemy Abroad. 

And we humbly crave leave farther to repreſent to your Maje- 
ſty, that though your Commons (who were always ready to ſupport 
the Dignity of che Crown) had amply provided all thoſe Sums, 
which (according to the largeſt Eſtimates laid before them) were 
thought neceſſary for the Occaſions of the Civil Liſt, yet over and 
above the faid Sums, and out of the Aids given by Parliament, 
mn by the Laws of England are appropriaced, and ought to 

ve been employed to the common Profit of the whole Realm) 
many large Sums of Money, during the time of ſuch heavy Taxes 
upon the People, have been diverted under the Head of ſecret Ser- 
vices, and for Salaries, Bounties, and Penſions, to private Perſons, 
which (if proper to be paid ar all) ought to have been ſupplied out 
of the Civil Liſt : Nay, co fo great a Degree did this Profuſeneſs 
extend, that ſeveral Thouſand Pounds were paid out of the publick 
Aid, to purchaſe great Places for the late Earl of Sunderland, and 
the preſent Earl of Albemarle ; ſo little could your Commons depend 
upon the Integrity of che publick Officers, ſo little Regard was had 
by chem to thoſe heavy Taxes the People lay under, that nothing leſs 
could ſecure the Publick Money from Miſapplications, than an ex- 
preſs Clauſe of Appropriation ; which chough not ar all neceſſary for 
the Security of the Publick Money in general, but only to direct the 
Application of it in ſome particular Cafes, yet whenever your Com- 
mons made no ſuch particular Appropriation, they ſeldom fai!'d te 
miſapply the publick Money : Which has been another Great Cauſe 
of che heavy Debt that lies upon che Nation, : 

And your Commons humbly crave leave farthet to Bepreſent to 
your Majeſty, That the Antient and Eſtabliſh'd Method of Accu 

or 
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ing in your Majeſty's Exchequer; hath been in manner following, That 
is to ſay, The Auditor of the Receipt is to make obt and tranſmit 
the impreſt Rolls half yearly ro your Majeſty's Remembrancer, in 
order to the Charging and Proſecuting of Accountants ; which being 
communicated to the Auditors of the Impreſt, they are to certify to 
the ſaid Remembrancer whar Accountants have not brought in or 
proſecuted their Accounts; and thereupon the Remembrancer is 
obliged, every iſſuable Term, to iſſue out Proceſs againſt them: So 
that the Audiror of the Receipt is the main Wheel that ſets all the 
reſt a going: and when tliat great Officer is deficient of his Duty, it is 
not regular, nor indeed paſſible, for the reſt to proceed, but all pro- 
ceſs againſt Accountants muſt be at a ſtand, and your Majeſty, and all 
your Loyal Subjects muſt extreamly ſuffer by it. And as to the Clerk 
of the Pells, he is to examine the Impreſt Rolls, bur the Audiror is 
obliged to tranſmit them to the Rememibrancer; and when, through 
the Neglect or Corruption of the ſaid Officers, this antient Method 
and Courſe of the Fxcheguer was not ſo ſtrictly obſerved as it cught 
to have been, it was expreſly provided by an Act of Parliament, fo 
lately made, as in the Eight and Ninth Tear of the Reign of His late 
Majeſty King William of Glorious Memory, and Eatiruled, An AF? 
for the better Obſervation of the Courſe antiently uſed in the Receipt 
of the Exchequer, in theſe Words following, that is to ſay, That 
the Auditor of the Receipt ſhall tranſmit the ordinary Impreſt Rolls 
half yearly to the King's Remembrancer, in order to the Charging or 
Proſecuting of Accountants, and ſhall ha!f yearly, (to wit) at Eaſter 
and Michaelmas, male out and tranſmit to the ſaid Commiſſioners 
of the Treaſury, or the Treaſurer for the timg being, the Declara- 
tion of the Receipt, Iſſues an Remains at the Exchequer for eve- 
1} half heir ſucceſſively ; al which Matters and Things, and a# 
ther Matters and Things belonging to the Office and wa of the 
Auditor of the Receipt, (hall be faithfully and carefully done and 
performed by the Auditor of the Receipt for the time being, in ſuch 
manner as hath been antiently accuſtome l. And it is thereby farther 
provided, That the hid Auditcr do as frequently as he thinks fit, but 
at leaſt once in every Three Months, carefully examine the Tellers Vouch- 
ers for the Payments which he allows in his weebly Certificates. But 
ſo it is (moſt Gracious Sovereign) that norwichſtanding the plain and 
ex preis Words of the faid Scarure fo lately made, when Ch:irles Lord 
Hillifix, the preſent Auditor of the Receipr, was himſelf a Member 
of that Parliament, yet he hath taken fo lictle Care to diicharge the 
Vury of his Oſice, for the Tnrereſt of your Majeſty, and che Security 
of te Publick, that he hath not duly perform'd any one of the Par- 
Neuars above- mentioned; and for want of examining the Tellers Le- 
3% Vouchers, che laid Audicor hath maniieſt'y deceived your Majeſty 
Wa rae Pablick, by inferring into the weekly Certificates of the Re- 
ceipts, ues and Remains in the Exchequer, ſuch Sums of Money 
i: were never atuil'y-and $914 fie paid to the proper Parties. nor 
be Crown legally ditcharged thereof: And as to the Impreſt Rolls, 
your Commons cannot without Griet obſerve to your Majeſtv, Thar 
nwichſtanding there may be Six Impreſt Roll; now trantmirred ro 
the Remembrancer, yet it is well known iu che ſaid Office, that none

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of: che ſatd Rolls, from che Eight and Twentieth of June, One Thous 
tand Seven Hundred, excluſwe, were fo cranſmicred, till very lately 


after the Two and Twentiech of January laſt, and after the ſaid Com- 


miſſioners of Accounts had made their Enquiries into that Negleſt 
by Order ot your Commons; which being long after the time they 
ought to have been tranſmitted, the ſaid Aud itor was very far from 
doing his Duty in this particular; and by Reaſon of this Neglect, 
no Charge could be made in the mean time upon the reſpective Ac- 
countants, ho have received vaſt Sums of the publick Motiey, which 
are unaccounted for to this Day; and by this means, notwirhſtand - 
tag the Impreſt Accountant: ought annually to Account within three 
Months after the end ot cach Year, yet due Proceſs hath not, nor 
indeed could Hue out againſt thenr; and many Perſons who have 
received great Sumis by way of Impreſt, trom che Treaſurer of the 
Navy, and Paymaſter of the Army, are skreene from Proſecution, 
and nor being fer Tyſuper in the Exchequer, ctinot be regularly cal- 
ied ro an Account for the Moes by them received: And we have 
great Reaſon to believe, that the Damage to che Publick by this Neg- 
let in tlie ſaid Aud itor and his Predeceſſor, may amount to ſeveral 
Millions ot Money, ſince by length of time (during which the prin- 
cipal Accounts have been neglected) many of the Perſony who re- 
ceived rhe ſaid publick Monies, are either Dead, or become Inſol- 
vent; and the greater the Neglect of the former Auditor was, be- 


fore the making che ſaid Statute, and before the preſent Auditor 
came into his Ohce, the greater ought to have been his Care to diſ- 


charge his Duty, purſuant to that Law, which he himſelf was pre- 


lent at che making of, and which he has ſo highly neglected for 


rhe Space of three Years and upwards, ever fince he came into the 
iaid Once, co the great Detriment ot your Majeſty, and all your 


Loyal Subjects, 

And not wichſtanding it was aifo provided by another Act made 
in the Fourth Year of the late King Willizm and Queen Mary, Chap. 
3. That in Cafe any Officer of che Exchequer ſhould demand or rake 
any Fee, Gratuiry or Reward, or miſapply any of the weekly Sums 
therein mentioned, or ſhould not pertorm other Things which by 
the faid Act chey are required to perform, they ſhall forfeit their 
Offices, and be uncapable of any Office or Place of Truſt , yer the 
taid Auditor hath acted contrary to the ſaid Statute, and hath re- 
ceived feveral Sums of Money to his own Uſe, concrary co Law, 
and the Truſt repoſed in him: For all which, or any other Breaches 
of his Duty, as well as for thoſe formerly laid before your Majeſty, 
(for whoſe Gracious Antwer to our humble Addreſs on that Occa- 
lion, we Return your Majeſty our moſt humble and hearty Thanks,) 
we earneſtly defire your Majeſty will be gracioufly pleaſed to order 
your Attorney-General effectually to proſecute at Law the ſaid Audi- 
cor of the Receipt : And thus, as we have ſcen great and good Acti- 
ons xewvarded by your Majeſty, we doubt nor but to fee all Deceits 
7 a duly puniſhed ; ſince your Commons can pro- 
ct Kno Benefit to themſelves by all cheir Enquiries, unleſs the Laws 
are put in due Execution, and thoſe who have lived ſo long in De- 
fiance of them, come at laſt to feel cheir Weight. 1 15 
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And by the Neglect of the ſaid Auditor and his Predeceſſor, the 
Auditors of the Impreſt, and the Remembrancer, and other Officers 
of the Exchequer, have not been able to proceed in their Duty ac- 
cording to the Law and Courſe of the Fxchequer ; ſeveral of which 
Officers have been alſo Negligent therein, whereby all the publick 
Accounts of the Nation are far behind. The State whereof (as de- 
livered in to the ſaid Commiſſioners of Accounts) in the Particulars 
hereafter mentioned is as tollowerh : 

The Earl of Ranelagh, late Paymaſter of your Majeſties Forces, of 
One and Twenty Millions and Upwards, received in Fourteen Years 
time, hath paſſed no Account during all the late Reign, farther than 
che laſt of December, One Thouſand Six Hundred and Ninety, nor 
any other Account farther chan March, Ore Thouſand Six Hundred 
and Ninety-two, which was not declared before the Twentieth of 
June laſt, and even that upon Vouchers, wliich were not ſufficient 
tor a Legal Diſcharge. | 

The Commiſſioners for the Sick and Weunded have brought in 
no Accounts during all the late Keign, and none fince, any farcher 
than che One and Thirticth of December, One Thouſand Six Hun- 
dred and Ninety. | | 

The late Treaſurer of the Chamber, Sir Rowland Gwyn, the late 
Maſter of che Robes, the Earl of Altemarle, and Mr. Parkhurſt, 
dir. Paſch.i{l, and others, Commiſſioners of the Prize-Office, have 
delivered in no Accounts at all to the Auditors of the Impreſt. 
Jacob Vandereſche, Eſq; bay maſter of His late Majeſties Dutch 
Forces, hath received Three Millions Twenty-five Thouſand Seven 
Hundred Filty-three Pounds Nine Shil ings and Six Pence, which 
by Computation is Fifty two Thouſand Nine Hundred and Seven 
Pounds Six Shillings and Eight Pence Farthing, more than che Pay 
of thoſe Troops could have amounted to, if they had been always 
compleat: No Deductions made from them, and upon an Engliſh 
Eſtabliſhment, which all of chem were not; and yer the ſaid Fan- 
dereſche hath paſſed no Accouut arall, and chough often Summoned, 
harh never appeared before the faid Commiſſioners of the publick 
Accounts, bur ſtands indebted ro rhe ſaid Troops in One Hund red 
and Twelve Thouſand Two Hundred Twenty-nine Pounds Nine 
Shillings and Eight Pence, which is new demanded as an Arrcar 
dre to them from your Ma efty and the Pubhck. 

The late Trcaſurer of the 2 ot Sixtcen Millions and Upwards 
received, hach brought in ſeveral Accounts, to the laſt ot December, 
One Thouſand Six Hundred and Ninety- eight. His Account for the 
Tear One Thouſand Six Hundred and Ninety-two, was declared the 
Third Dav of Fly lait ; ſince which the Accounts ot the three 

lowing Years only have becn declared, 

The ſaid Treaſurer, by Mr. Paji#ion, Caſhier of the Viaualling- 
Office, hath paſſcd no Account during ail the late Reign, farther than 
the One and Thirtieth of Decemter, One Thouſand Six Hundred 
and Ninety-ſix, which was not declared till che Nineteenth of May, 
One Thouſand Seven Hundred aud One; and on the Foot of that 
Account, he remained indebred Five Hundred Thirty-four Thou- 
land Twenty-ſcven Pounds Three Shillinzs and Three Pence, 
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And many other Accountants, who, (it wcu!d be too tedions to 
enumerate to your Mateſty,) are cicher far behind in their Accounts 
or have never brought in any Accounts at all; inſomuch, that al- 
though Forty five Millions Five Hundred Sisty- eight Thouſand Seven 
Hundred Twenty-five Pounds Nineteen Shillings and Two Pence 
Farting (a Sum never known to be railcd in very many Reigns 
before) hath been levied on your Maicſties good Sub'ects, avd iſſued 
aut of the Exchequer to the ſeveral Paymaſters and Treaſurers of 
rhe Navy, Army and Ordnance, for the Service of the lare War, be- 
rween tle Fifth of Nowem'er, One Thouſand Six Hundred and 
Eighty- eight, and the Eighth of Afarch laſt paſt, (beſid es the ſeveral 
Millions of Money raiſed for other publick Uies,) yet the far grea- 
reſt part thereof hath not been accounted for to this Day, to the 
great Diſſatisſaction of your People, and the great Diſhonour of che 
Engliſh Nation. 

By cheſe Neglectsand Delays, all Accounts have been rendered ſo 
intricate and confuſed, that che feveral Aceountaats have had great 
Opportunities of detraud ing the Publick ; the Diſcovery of their 
Frauds has been made very difficult, and a Hindrance thereby is gi- 
ven to the paſſing all ſucceeding Accounts. | 

Hence it is that ſo many pub'ick Officers and Accountarts have 
raiſed great Eſtates to themſelves at the Expence of the Publick, 
when it is evident they have had no Jawiv! Means to attain them: 
And ſeveral berſons, whoſe Duty it was to hiuder ſuch Exorbitances, 
meaſuring their Requeſts, rather by their own Avarice than their 
Merit, have obtained for tliemiſclocs Grants ro ſuch a Value, as in 
fore going Reigns have been eſteemed large >npplies towards great 
and publick Serviges ; wiüch has been another great Cauſe of the 
Debt that lies uporfthe Nacion. 

And your Commons do tarcher humbly repreſent to your Majeſty, 
(lat norwichſtanding ſuch vaſt Sums ilived our to the ſaid late 
Paymaſter and Treaſurer, whereby vor Cemimons had amply pro- 
vided for ail thoſe Services, aid. for rhe efſcctual carrying on the 
War againſt France; yer they flud, to their great Soriow, that nut 
only the OFicers, but che Seamen and Send iers, who, on all Occaſi- 
ons have behaved themſelves bravely in Dctence ot their Country, 
have not been paid during the late War, and that great Sums die 
ſtill owing to many of them; whercas, it the pub ick Money had 
been duly applied ro che Utes for which it was given by your Com- 
mons. inſtead of choſe many Harditiivs that were endured by your 
Najeſties moſt faithtul Subects, and cheir Families, who ſerved fo 
well in your Fleets aud Armies, they would have had Juſtice done 
chem during the laſt War, aud bcen encouraged more cheertully 
£0 engage themſelves in this. I 

Bur, inſtead of Juſtice, we have rco much Reaſon to belics, 
That rhoſe very Perſons, wh by long and unneceſſary Delays, have 
compelled them to accept of remote Tal:ies and Paper Securirics, 
have (amongſt others) taken Advantage of their Neceſſities, and 
employ ing Brokers to buy up thoſe Tallies and Securities at a 10% 
Kate, have afterwards paid themielves with that ready Money which 
hey ho wid at firſt have diſttibured to the Seamen aud Saller 
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And ſuch was che myſterious Trade upon Talſies and Exchequer 
Bills, which was formerly carried on by Common Brokers, betwixt 
the Ea ch inge and che Exchequer, and which did as it were prey upon 
the very Virals of the Government, and fo grear Gain was mad: 
thereby, at the Expence ct the Pubinck, that vail Sums bf Money 
were employed in it, which did very much leſſen the true Trading 
Stock of this Nation ; wherebv, both the Exporration of the Woolſen 
and other Manufactures of this Kingdom, and the Importation of 
Bullion, and other Commodities of Fcreign Countries, to be Manu- 
factured in Englen“, have been very much obſtructed, to the great 
Prejudice of your Maiefties Cuſtoms, the Leſs of the Balance ot 
Trade, and the general Impoveriſhment of the whole Kingdom. 

Arid though the ſaid lace Paymaſter and Treafurer, by long and 
unneceſſary Delays in Sertiing their Accounts, have in great Meaſure 
prevented any Diſcovery of their undue Preceedingys, and have en- 
deavoured to pre tect rhemſelves from a juſt and fair Account to 
the Nation, by Privy-Sea!s, and other uniuſtifiable Warrants, ſur— 
reptitiouſly obtained tor paſſigg their Accounts, without proper 
Vouchers, contrary to che Law and Courſe of the Excheqrer ; vet 
your Commons, by che great Videiiry and Diligence of che ſaid 
Commitſtoners tor Taking, Examining, and Staring the publick Ac- 
counts of the Rinzdom, have not only diſcovered the ſeveral Mif. 
managements above-mentioned, but alſo ſome of che unwarrantable 
proceed inꝑs uled by che laid late Paymaſter ot your Majeſties Forces, 
by whom a conſiderab'e part of the Money which came to his 
Hands, and which ought not to have bcen applied to any "ther 
purpote then rhe Payment of the Army, hath been diverred to his 
own, and to other private Uſes ; tor all which, upon a full and far 
Heariag in his own Detence, he hath juſtly incurred the Cenſyre of 
this Houſe, and been declared Gui'ry of a High Crime and Mif- 
demeanor | 3-4 th te 

And we find, to cur unſpeakable Grief, whiiſt His jate Mateſty was 
Engaged in che Protecurion of the G.ortous Deſian of preſerving the 
Proreitant Religion, and the Libercies of FN e, and was thereby 
Neceſſitated to commit the Care of the publick affairs in this King - 
dom to particular Minitters, (whereot a very» tew were more parti- 
cularly Eutruſted with the chief Adimit.iſtrarign,) and who have 
been che gteat Caules of all the unhappy Differences amongſt us. 
This general Milmanagement of che pubſick Affairs did actually 
{pread it ſeit over the whole Kingdom, and ſeems to be o. 
(amongſt otlier Things) to a Diſpoii ion of Offices and Places, where 
Men were rather cholen tor their Inclinarzons to ſerve a Party. 
than for their Qualificarions to ſerve the Publick. - n 

And theſe Men being conſcious to themſelves of the many Frauds 
and Qffences commirced N the Publick, have no other Hopes to 
ſhelter themteives trom Juſtice, bur by taking away che Reputation of 
thote who deſire to do Right to their Country, by detecting their 
Iniquities; and being united in Guile and Intereſt, they endeavour 
ro amuſe and impole upon thoie, whole Poſterity, we have too 
much Reaſon to tear, will groan under che ſrd_Effe&ts ot the Wiek. 
*d.cls ot the one, and the too fret Credulity of the other. 
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- Theſe,” Dread Sovereign, are divers of the Cauſes of thoſe Miſ- 
chiefs your Kingdom ſuffereth by the late Miſmanagements, and 
which your Loyal Commons could not omit thus humbly to repre- 
ſent in all dutiful Manner, wichour being unfaithful to your Maje- 
. Ny, and to the Country by whom they are entruſted. 

From hence your Majeſty will he Graciouſly pleaſed to take No. 
tice, That the great Debt which lies upon the Nation, and all the 
Arears which are owing to your Majeſties Forces, do not ariſe ſo 
much from the Deficiencies of the Funds, as for want of Care i8 
the Management and Fidelity in the Application of them. 

But ſince it hath pleaſed Almighty GOD to place your Sacred

Fourthly, The Commiſſioners Paper No. 4. differs from their own 
- Explanation thereof, 800001, and the Account they give of the 
Application of the Tallies therein mentioned, ſeems to be an in- 

tire miſtake, as appears by the paper marked (D) 

Fifthly, As to the 2000001 Loans on Malt, mentioned in the 
Paper No. 5. they appear to have been chiefly Applied to the Ser. 
vice of his Maieſty's Family, at the time he was going Abroad, 
and the Intereſt on them was ſo far from being Unneceſſary, that 
it did not hinder the Tallies ſtruck thereupon from going at a large 
Diſcount. 

Sixthly, The Committee find an Error of 11760. J. in the Com- 
miſſtoners- Paper No. 6, as appears by the Account mark'd (E.) 
The Committee obſerving, that no great Debt has been brought upon 
the Nation by ſtriking Tallies unneceſſarily, as is ſuggeſted by the 
ſaid Commiſſioners; they ſent an Order to the Treaſury for an 
Account of the Supplies that had been given from the 5th of Novern, 
I688, to the end of the Year, 1557, that they might know how far 
the ſame have anſwered the Publick Occaſions, or proved Deficient of 
the Sums that the Parliament iutended to give: And they do find by 
the Accounts marked A. B. C. D. E. F. G. H. that the Supplies given 
In the Reſpective Years have fallen ſhort, and been deficient of an- 
ſwering the Sums voted and intended to be granted the Sum of 


717225 l. los. or d. and the Committee conceive that theſe De- 


iciencies have been the great Occaſion of the Debrs owing to the 
Army, Navy, and other Publick Offices. | 
Beſides theſe Deficiencies of the Supplies which have occaſioned 
the great Arrears that are due in ſevera] Offices, the Committee 
mke Notice, that there have bcen great Defictencies in the Produce 
of the Funds, which have fallen very much ſhorr of anſwering ſo 
much Money as it was E imated they would produce, whereby the 
Tallies auchorized to he ſtruck thereupon, have not been paid off 
within the time for which they were farſt Granted; which has oc- 
caſioned the long Continuance or many Taxes, and Supplies to 
make the Deficiences of ochers: Theſe Denciencies in the Year 
1697. amounred to the ſum of 5160459 l. 14s. 9 d. + and were 
provided for by an Act which paſſed 8 & 9 Gulielmi, Intituled, An 24 
for mabnig Good Deficiencies, &c. And in the laſt Year, there were 
more of the ſame Niture, amounting in very hear three Millions, pro- 
vided for by an Act paſſed Primo Anne, Intiruled, An 44 for mi- 
Ling Good Deficiencies, &c. And theſe Deficiencies, viz. of the 
Supplies, (whereby the Money actually given each Year, tel! ſhort 
of tie Expence in that Year, as it was Settled and Azrecd in Par- 
hHament) and the Deficiencies of the Funds (whereby the Money 
actually paid in on the Aids, fel} ſhort ot the Sums allowed to“ be 
borrowed thereupon) ſeem to have been the real Occation of che

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As to the Fourth Paragraph, the Committee do find that this Hu- 


ty of 25 1. fer Cent, on french Goods was granted to his late Ma-

might make uſe thereof for the the Uſes of the Civil Government,

But the Commirtee cannot forbear takiug Notice of the manner 
of Expreſſion vicd by the Commiſſioners in the Fifth Paragraph: 
They ſay the whole Produce of the firſt of theſe (viz. 22 fl. per Pound 
Weight on Eaſl-India Silks) to the time it was Appropriated, was 
applied to ſecret Service, and to the Diſcharge of a Penfion : The 
whole Preduce was 784 1.

The Commitree find there has been ſuch Allowances made as are 
mentioned in the Sixth Paragraph ; and they think it very unreaſo- 
nable that the Charges of Law Suirs for determining the Rights ef 
Ofhcers ſhould be placed to rhe Rings Account.

The Committee ſent 4 Coppy of the 7th, Sch, ↄth, 1oth and 
11th Parayraphs to the late Agents fer Taxes, and have received 
their Anſwers in Writing ; by which it appears, that of about 
24c000co under their Care and Inſpe&icn, there is the Sum of 
64284 |.

Az tothe 13th aud 1411 Paragraphs, relating to the Auditor of 
the Exchequer, the Committee have Examined divers Officers of 
the Exchequer upon Oach, and do find that no Auditor of the Ex- 
chequer, except the Lord Halifax, has, for above 40 Years laft paſt, 
Examined the Tellers Vouchers, that neither Sir RoFert Pye, Sir Ro— 
ert Long, or Sir Robert Howard did ever do it, eich cr ſnce the Or- 
ders made by the Earl of Rocze/iey in 1£85 or ſince che late Act 
ot Parliament. | | | 

It appear'd ro the Cemmittee that an Examinarion of the Vouchers 
once in 3 Months, as is preicribed by the ſaid Orders, or by the Act, 
would be InctfeQual, and no Sccurity to the Publick ; the Tellers ha- 
ving an Allowance in the Weekly Certificates of all Pay ments directed 
by the Auditor upon them, whether che Parties have come for their 
Money cr not, and che Sum fo directed being diſcharged out of the 
Cerciticace, aud made liable ro the demand ot the Party, it was pretu- 
med there was no failure in the Payinent, but therr happening to be 
le me ſtop in the Payments upon the Recoining ot the Money, che Trea-

* in Examining the Tellers Vouchers, and ſecuring the Out-Caſh, 
which is a Name uſed in the Exchequer, for the Money remaining in the 
Hands of the Teller, after ir is directed by the Auditor, and not 
paid away by the Teller: This formerly was an inconſiderable Sum, 
but by increaſe of Buſineſs in the Exchequer, has been of late Years 


generally 40 or 50000 J. at a time, remaining in che hands of each 


Tellers Clerk, without any Comptrol. 

But the preſent Auditor thinking this was too great à Sum to be 
truſted in 2 manner, made a new Regulation, to prevent any Loſs 
that might happen thereby to the Publick, and has conſtantſy im- 
ploy'd a Clerk to Examine the Vouchers of the Tellers every Day; 
and all the Money that is nor paid away that Day is lock'd up in

They likewiſe find it has been the conſtant practice amongſt the 
Tellers, ſince rhe firſt granting the Annuities, to iſſue all che Mo- 
ney directed on them to Robert Squibb, who, together with three o- 
ther Perſons, were Intruſted by the Tellers, under good Sccuricy, to 
pay it to the reſpective Proprietors. | 

That che Tellers kept a Book on purpoſe, in which the Receipts 
of the ſaid Squibb were Entred; that upon the Auditor's Examinati— 
on of the Vouchers for the Payments upon the Annuities, the Tellers 
produced the Receipt of Squibb, as had always been done, to 
Vouch their having paid by the Hands of thoſe intruſted by them, 
ſo much upon rhe Annuities as was allowed them in the Week]! 
Certificates. And the Committee conceive the Auditor has dif- 
charged his Truſt, if he ſees that the Suni of the Receipts produ- 
ced agree with the Payments allowed to the Teller; it being in 
moſt Caſes impoſſible for him to know, whether the Voucher, 
which the Teller ſhews him, be a true and legal Voucher. 

It is the Duty of the Tellers nor to part wich any of the King's 
Treaſure, without taking a Receipt to diſcharge the Rivg ; and 
therefore their Vouchers, after Examination, remain in their own 
Hands, becauſe they are to be anſwerable for them, both the Par- 
ties concerned, and to the Publick. | 
They likewffe find, that in the Year 1693, the Salaries mentic n- 
ed in this Obſervation, were given to the reſpettive Officers, {or 
themſelves, and their Clerks, which has been paid out of the Sur- 

lus of rhe Duties, at the end of each Year, which was granted to 
his Maiefty, his Heirs and Succeſſors; and the ſame have beea paid 
to all che preſent Oqcers of the Exchequer, to Chriſimas laſt. 

As to the remaining Paragraphs, relating to the Commiſſioners

WI your Majeſty's' moſt Dutiful and Loyal Subjects, the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal in Parliament Aſſembled, 
moſt humbly lay before your Majeſty, That we have taken into 
Conſide ration, a Complaint made by Charles Hoar, Richard Hoar, 
and James Hoar, of Great Abuſes in Victualling your Majeſty's 
Navy, which, if not performed with the ſtricteſt Cate and Honeſty, 
mult be of Miſchievous Conſequence to the Lives of many thous 
ſands of the Seamen of this Kingdom, We enter'd into a full, 
and particular Examination of the Complaint as followeth: 
And it appeared to us, that a Petition was prefented by Charles 
Hoar to the Council of his Royal Highneſs Prince George of Den- 
mark, Lord High-Admiral of England, on the 3d.ot Febrr, 1703, 
Complaining of great Abuſes and Frauds, committed in the Victu- 
alling of Her Majeſty*s Navy, and Repreſenting, that without a 
ſpeedy and ſtrict faſpe sss, it would be impoſſible to detect thoſe 
Abuſes, or prevent the dangerous Effects thereof, and therefore 
praying, that his Royal Highnefs will pleaſe to Order an immediate 
Survey of the Proviſions for the Fleet, to be made by proper and fit- 
ting Perſons,who have no Dependance on the Navy, or Victualling- 


Office, and make a Report to his Royal-Highneſs of the State of 


the Victualling; and that the Petitioner may have his Royal High- 
neſs's Protection for his Witneſſes till heard; a Liſt of whoſe 
Names he is ready to deliver, they being Daily threatned-to be 
preſs'd into the Service, in order to ſtifle this Complaint, ' 

Upon the 8th of February ſeveral of Mr. Hoar's Witneſſes, on 
his Petition, were protected by the Prince from being Prefled, 

Upon which Petition his Royal Highneſs gave an Order on 
the gth of Febru, 1703, to Sir Cloudeſiey Shavel, and Sir Richar 
Haddock, requiring them forthwith to ſurvey the Proviſions Cam- 
plain'd of, in which they ſhould be attended by Mr. Hoar, or 
others he ſhould bring: His Royal Highneſs alto gave an Order 
to the Lord Marqueſs of Carmarthen on the 11th of Feb. follow» 
ing to aſſiſt Sir Cloudeſſey Shovell and Sir Richard Haddock, in ta- 
king the aforeſaid Survey.

That the Prince's Council was ſenſible of the Neceſſity of an im- 
mediate Survey, appears not only from the Tenout of the Prince's 
Order, but alfo by their Ordering their Sollicitors to attend a 
Juſtice of Peace, in taking the Affidavits of Twemy Evidenees for 
the Queen, of which po Rider Swore and Examined ſeventeen 
on the 10 and 11th of Feb. 1755.

May it pleaſe Tour moſt Excellent Majeſty, 


E Your Majeſty's moſt Loyal and Obedient Subjects, the 

Lords Spiritual and Temporal in Parliament Aſſembled, 
having Referred ſeveral Books and Papers, laid before the Houſe 
from the Treaſury, Admiralty and Navy-Offices, to a Committee, 
and Received, and fully Conſidered their Report thereupon, think 
Our ſelves bound in Duty to Repreſent to Your Majeſty the fol- 
lowing Obſervations. 

It appears to Us, by the Accounts of the Navy, That the Charge 
of the Navy (Excluſive of the Ordnance for Sea-Service) for the 
Three laſt Years, amounts to the Sum of Six-Millions five Hundred 
fifty nine thouſand one hundred twenty ſeven Pounds, Twelve 
Shillings, and Two Pence. 

It does alſo appear, by the Books Delivered by the Lord-Trea- 
ſurer, That the Proviſion Defigned by Parliament for the Service 
of the Navy (Excluding the Ordnance for Sea-Service for the 
laid Three Years) amounted to the Sum of Six milltons one hun- 
ved Linety three thouſand ninety four Pounds, Fifteen Shillings. 
do 
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So that the Charge of the Navy, within that time, has exceeded 


what was Deſigned by the Parliament, befides the Charge of the 
Ordnance, for Sea-Service, the Sum of Three hundred fixty fix 


thouſand thirty two Pounds, Seventeen Shillings, and Two Pence, 


We allo obſerve, That whereas the Proviſion intended by Par- 
liament for the ſaid Three Years, amounted (as aforeſaid) to the 
Sum of Six millions one hundred ninety three thouſand ninety 
four Pounds Fifteen Shillings, It appears by the Accounts of the 
Treaſury, That there has been iſſued to the Uſe of the Navy (Ex- 
cluſive of the Ordnance) to the Eighth of November, One thou- 
ſand ſeven hundred and four, the Sum of Five millions fifty one 
thouſand ſeven hundred eighty eight Pounds, Fifteen Shillings, 
and Four Pence, | | 

So that there has been Iſſued for the Uſe of the Navy, One 
million one hundred forty two thouſand three hundred fixty one 
Pounds, Two Shillings, and Four Pence, ſhort of the Proportion 
Allotted to that Service by Parliament. 

But we beg Leave to obſerve, That the Navy-Accounts make 
the Sum Received by the Treaſurer of the Navy, between Micha- 
elmas, One thouſand ſeven hundred and one, and Michaelmas, One 
thouland ſeven hundred and Four, to amount to Five millions 
four hundred twenty thouſand ſeven hundred Pounds Eleven Shil- 
lings, and One Penny; which Difference We Conceive ariſes by 
the Navy-Accounts Commencing ſooner than the Treaſury-Ac- 
counts, and by the Voluntary Charge of the Treaſurer of the Navy. 

We alſo beg Leave to Acquaint Your Majeſty, That by the 
Accounts Delivered in, and Signed by the Comm iſſioners of the 
Navy, it appears the Debt of the Navy at Mic haelmas, One thou- 
ſand ſeven hundred and four, amounted to the Sum of Two mil- 


lions two hundred ſixty fix thouſand eight hundred ſixty four 


Pounds, Seventeen Shillings, and Ten Pence; and the Debt of 
the Navy at Michaelmas, One thouſand ſeven and two, amounted 
to the Sum of One million fixteen thouſand ſeven hundred ſixty 
ſeven Pounds, Three Shillings, and Nine Pence, 

So that the Debt of the Navy, in Two Years time, has Inerea- 
ſed the Sum of One million two hundred fifty thouſand ninety 
ſeven Pounds, Fourteen Shillings, and One Penny. 

But We take Notice, That by the Treaſury-Books it appears, 
That the Funds given by Parliament, for the Service of the War, 
have proved Deficient, and fallen ſhort of Anſwering the Services 
intended by Parliament, and ſeveral Extraqrdinary Expences of 
the War, the Sum of One million one hundred ninety four thou- 
ſand twp hundred forty nine Pounds, Sixteen Shillings, and Five 
Pence, Farthing. 

We further Humbly Obſerve to your Majeſty, That by the 
Treaſury-Books it appears, Proviſion was made by Parliament, 
That a Number of Men, not exceeding Forty thouſand (Including 
Five thouſand Marines) ſhould be Imployed for the Service of the 
Year, One thuuland ſeven hundred and four, for whoſe Wages 
there was Appointed the Sum of Seven hundred thirty one * 
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ſand five hutidred and ſeven Pounds, One Shilling, and Two 
Pence : That the Charge of Wages for that Year, by the Navy- 
Accounts, amounts to the Sum of Six hundred fifty one thouſand 
nine hundred ſixty three Pounds; Which Sum of Six hundred 
fifty one thouſand nine hundred fixty three Pounds, amounts only 
to the Wages of Thirty three thouſand four hundred and thirty 
four Seamen; So that Fifteen hundred and fixty fix Seamen were 
wanting to make up the Number of Thiry five thouſand, who, 
with the Five thouſand Marines, ought to have been Imploy'd at 
Sea to make up the Forty thouſand Men. 

We beg Leave farther to Obſerve to your Majeſty, That there 
were the laſt Year, Ten Flags in Sea-Pay, viz. Three Admirals, 
Three Vice-Admirals, and Four Rear-Admirals, and that Three 
of theſe were not in their Poſts.

E your Majeſty's moſt Dutiful and Loyal Subjects, the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal in Parliament aſſembled, beg 
leave to inform your Majeſty, That a Petition from Foſeph Boone, 
Merchant, in Behalf of himſelf, and many other Inhabitants of 
the Province of Carslins, and Merchants of London Trading thi- 
ther, having been preſented to this Houſe, complaining of very 
great Abuſes and Oppreſſions, under which your Majeſty's Sub- 
jects in that Province do at preſent labour, and which tend to the 
utter Deſtruct ion of that Plantation, and particularly of two Acts 
lately paſs'd in the Aſſembly there, the Ratification of which have 
been ſign'd and ſeal'd in England by the greater Part of the Pro- 
prietors of the {aid Colony, we thought ourſelves oblig'd to cauſe 
the ſaid Acts to be brought before us, and having, at the Requeſt 
of the Lord Granville, Palatine of the Province, and of the Lord 
Craven, one of the Proprietors, heard Councel in Defence of the 
ſaid Acts, and examin'd Witneſſes in Relation to that Matter, 
the Houſe proceeded to enter upon a particular Conſideration of 
the two Acts: And it appear'd to us, That by the firſt of the Acts 
complain'd of, a Commiſſion conſiſting of 20 Lay-men, was 
erected with Power, in an Arbitrary Manner, to remove and turn 
out any Rectors or Miniſters of the Church of England from their 
Benefices, for any Immorality or Imprudence, or for incurable Pre- 
judices or Diſſenſions, between ſuch Rectors or Miniſters and 
their People, only by delivering a Writing to them, or leaving it 
at their Houſes, or fixing it upon the Church Doors, whereby it 
thould be declar'd that they ceas'd to be Rectors or Miniſters of 
ſuch Pariſhes. The other Act directly aſſerts, That by the Law 
of England, all Members of Parliament are oblig'd to receive the 
Sacrament according to the Rites of the Church of England; and 
does therefore Enact, That no Man who ſhall be choſen a Mem- 
ber of the Common Houſe of Aſſembly in Carolina, ſhall be per- 
mitted to Sit there, who has not receiv'd the Sacrament in ſuch 
Manner, within a Year before his Ele&ion, unleſs he will ſwear 
he is of the Profeſſion of the Church of England, and did not ab- 
ſtain from the Sacrament out of diſlike to the Manner and Form 
of the Adminiſtration uſed in the Church of England, and has 
not, for a Year paſt, been in Communion with any Church that 
does not conform to the Church of England, but upon ſuch Oath 
he ſhall be Qualified to Sit as if he had receiv'd the Sacrament, as 
preſcrib'd by the Act. The Act does further provide, That if 
anv Member ſhould refuſe to Qualify himſelf, as is thereby di- 
tected, there ſhould not be a New Election, but he who had the 
next Number of Voices to ſuch unqu?:;ihed Perſon upon the ſor- 
mer Poll, ſhould be the M-mber in his Place. 
Ti.e Hov'e having fully and mately Weigh'd the Nature of 
thele two Acts, found themtelves oblig'd, in Duty to your Ma-

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jeſty, and in Juſtice to your Subjects in Carolina (who by the cx. 
reſs Words of the Charter of your Royal Uncle, King Charlez 
I. granted to the Proprietors, are declared to be the Liege-People 
of the Crown of England, and to have Right to all the Liberties, 
Franchiſes and Privileges of Engliſþ-men, as if they were born 
within this Kingdom, and who by the Words of the ſame Char- 
ter, are to be ſubject to no Laws, but ſuch as are Conſonant to 
Reaſon, and, as near as may be, agreeable to the Laws and 
Cuſtoms of England) to come to the following Reſolutions, 


Firſt, That it is the Opinion of this Houſe, that the Act of the 
Aſſembly of Carolina, lately paſs'd there, and ſince ſigu'd and ſeal'd 
by Fohn Lord Granville, Palatine, for himſelf, and for the Lord 
Carteret, and the Lord Craven, and by Sir Fohn Colleton, Four 
of the Proprietors of that Province, in Order to the Ratifying of 
It, Entituled, An Adt for the Eſtabliſhment of Religious Worſhip in 
this Province, according tothe Church of England, and for the E- 
recting of Churches for the Publick Worſhip of God, and alſo for 
2 be Maintenance of Miniſters, and the Building convenient Hou- 
ſes for them, ſo far forth as the ſame relates to the Eſtabliſhing a 
Commiſſion for the Diſplacing the ReQors or Miniſters of the 
Churches there, is not warranted by the Charter granted to the 
Proprietors of that Colony, as being not Conſonant to Reaſon, 
Repugnant to the Laws of this Realm, and Deſtructive to the 
Conſtitution of the Church of England.

that Illand, for Retuſing to grant Convoys tor their Ships to the 
Spaniſy Coaſt of America; and, in particular, that the ſaid Mr. 
Thomas Wood had offer'd to the ſaid Captain Aerr the Sum of Six 
Hundred Pounds, as a Gratuity, if he would order one of your 
Majeſty's Men-of- War under his Command to go a Convoy to 
the Neptune Sloop, and Mart ha Galley, loaden with Woollen, and 
other Goods of your Majeſty's Subjects: That the ſaid Captain 
Kerr at that Time ſeem'd pleas'd with the Propolal, and he ſaid 
the Windſor ſhould be the Ship, and order'd Mr. Vood to make 
what Dilpatch he could in gerting the Galley and the Sloop rea- 
dy: On which Encouragement he got them ready to fail, and 
bought 300 Negroes to put on Board them, and then acquainted 
Captain Aerr therewith, and with the great Charge he was at 
in Maintaining the Negroes, and his Fear of their Sickneſs : Cap- 
tain Kerr then ſaid, He fear'd he could not ſpare a Man-of- War, 
but, the next Day, ſent Mr. Tudor Trevor, Captain of the Windſor. 
to accuaint Mr. Word, that Captain Kerr ſaid, He thought Mr, 
Wood could not have offer d leſs than zcco, or at leaſt 1500 l. 
Whereupon Mr. Wood declar'd, That the Sum was ſo great that 
the Trade could not bear itz and fo the Sloop and Galley pro- 
ceeded on eit Vo) age, without Convoy g and in their Ronen 
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the Sloop, loaden with great Wealth, being purſued by French 
Privateers, and having no Convoy, and Crowding too much Sail 
to get from the Enemy, was unhappily Overſet and Loft. 

he ſaid Mr. Thomas Wood made another Complaiar, That up- 
on a further Application to the laid Mr. Kerr for a Convo tor 
three Sloops bound tor the Spaniſp Coaſt, he promis'd to give the 
Experiment Man-of-War, Commanded by Captain Bowler, as 2 
Convoy, for which the ſaid Mr. Wood agreed: to give 80ol. 400l. 
Part thereof, was paid to the laid Fowler, and the other 400ʃ. 
were made payable by Note to one Mr. Herbert for the Uſe of Mr. 
Kerr, which ote was ſent in a Leiter to My. Aer, and by him 
put into Mr. Herbert's Hands; and beſides that, as a further En- 
couragement for A.luwing the ſaid Convoy, Mr. Kerr had an 
Adventure of 1500. in the ſaid Sloops, without Advancing any 
Money. To this Complaint Mr Kerr put in his Anſwer, and both 
Parties were fully heard by themſelves, and their Witneſſes, and 
upon the whole Matter the Houſe came to this Reſolution, That 
the ſaid Complaint of the ſaid Mr. Wood againſt the ſaid Captain 
Kerr, as well in relation io the Neptune Sloop and Martha Galley, 
as alſo in relation to the three other Sloops that went under the 
Convoy of the Experiment Man-of-War, bath been fully made out, 
and prov'd to the Satisfaction of this Houſe. 

Theſe Things we think ourſelves bound in Duty to lay before 
your Majeſty, as being of the higheſt Conſequence to the Trade of 
your Majeſty's Subjects, whereupon the Wealth and Flouriſhing 
Eſtate of the Kingdom doth ſo manifeſtly depend.
